TOWN WARRANT. 


THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Warner in the County of 
Merrimack in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Warner on Tuesday, the tenth day of March next, at nine 
of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects : 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing 
year. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make appro- 
priations for same. 


3. To see what sum of money the town will raise, and 
appropriate for white pine blister rust in the town. 


4. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men and town Treasurer to borrow money on the notes of 
the town in anticipation of taxes. 


5. To hear reports of officers of the town heretofore 
chosen and pass any vote relating thereto. 


6. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to sell at public auction or private sale, any or all prop- 
erty, held by the Town, acquired by tax collector’s deed, 
-now or at some future time. 


7. To see if the town will vote to buy the moving picture 
booth, as now installed in the town hall, at a cost of not’ to 
exceed $300. 


8. To see if the town will vote to accept a legacy from 
the estate of Jennie R. Sawyer, late of Lowell, Mass., ‘In 
trust, to be forever kept as a permanent fund, to be called 
the ‘Runnels Fund,’” the income to be given annually, one 
half to the Simonds Free High School of Warner, and the 
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_ other half to be expended annually by the Trustees of the 
Pillsbury Free Library of Warner, N. H., in the purchase 
of books. 


9. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the purchase of new silver and dishes 
for use in the town hall kitchen. 


10. To see what action the town will take in regard to 
changing the present Town Officer System to the Town 
Manager System. 


11. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to take such action as may be necessary to discontinue 
such portions of the Central Road as will no longer be 
' needed for public use after the completion of the new high- 
way construction near Roby Station. 


12. To see if the town will vote to adopt the provisions 
of the Municipal Budget Act. 


13. To bring in your votes for election of Delegates-at- 
Large, Alternate Delegates-at-Large, District Delegates, Al- 
ternate District Delegates to the National Convention of the 
Democrats and Republican Parties, to be held for the pur- 
pose of nominating party candidates for President and Vice- 
President of the United States. 


14. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting.

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REPORT OF OVERSEER 


I am making this report—a departure from the past— _ 
feeling that the taxpayers who pay these bills are entitled 
to know where and for what their money goes. 


The relief situation is much more serious than most of 
us know, unless one has been in Town, County and State 
relief work during the past three years. 


Our situation here is more serious, owing to the number 
‘of old and young people, dependent on relief, alone, for a 
living, and there seems to be no betterment in sight of this 
class for the next few years. 


This past year we have taken care—either partially or 
wholly—of 78 people known as town charges, and 61 people 
known as county charges, nearly all of whom are from 1 to 
14 years old, or from 65 to 90 years old. 


I wish I had the time to talk over these relief problems 
with each taxpayer, but as this is impossible, I have listed 
under the heading of “Town Poor,” “Soldiers’ Aid,” and 
“Old Age Assistance’’—in the detailed payments account— 
the items for what and to whom this relief money was paid, 
and also a summary of relief costs. 


There are no names, of those this money was used to 
help, first, because I refuse to advertise the misfortune of 
those in need, and second, because there is still some ques- 
tion as to our right to do so. 


However, the records and receipts are in our office, and 
any taxpayer may obtain this information, to which you 
have a perfect right, by coming to our office and asking to 
see same. 

I wish to thank every citizen and taxpayer in Warner for 
the kind co-operation you have given me during my term of 
office, and ask you to extend to my sucessor the help you 
have so willingly given me both as a Selectman and as 
Overseer.

The annual summary of the report of health supervision 
in the district shows a total of 216 pupils examined. Of 
these 61 were 10 per cent or more underweight, but of the 
latter number, 48 were either receiving treatment or the 
defect was corrected. Of the 60 pupils who were found 
with defective teeth 50 had their defects corrected. Nine 
of the 31 pupils having diseased tonsils had the defects cor- 
rected. Sixty-two cases of whooping cough were reported. 
At the dental clinic in March 35 pupils received complete 
care, the total number of fillings, operations, etc. , amounting 
to 172. 


HIGH SCHOOL 


At the March meeting of the High School District a sum 
of money sufficient to open a four-year commercial course 
was raised. In the fall of 1935 a large number of students, 
including several tuition pupils and even one or two post 
graduates were enrolled, thus indicating the popular demand 
for this kind of training. Next year the equipment for this 
course would be improved by the addition of typewriter 
tables, and some desks for students of bookkeeping. 

A further improvement needed in the large assembly 
room is some means of darkening the windows for use of 
the motion picture machine in showing films relating to 
agricultural and industrial subjects. There is also no con- 
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venient outlet for attaching the machine to get electrical 
current. At present it is necessary to remove three large 
lamp shades with possible danger of breakage before the 
machine can be used. | | 


GRADED SCHOOL 


At the Graded School a new furnace should be installed 
before another winter. Should we be so fortunate as to 
get through the present winter without a serious breakdown 
in the present heating apparatus, it would be tempting Pro- 
vidence to try to operate it one more year. The interior 
of this building was completely refinished during the sum- 
met just past and is in excellent condition. 


SOWIE DUCATION 


The classes begun in adult education as specified in our 
last annual report were continued until May 17 when they 
_ closed with an exhibition of the work of the various groups 
at the Town Hall. During the winter money was raised 
by the various groups by means of entertainments and the 
proceeds turned over to the district to defray a consider- 
able part of the expense caused by their use of the school 
buildings. This year owing to Federal requirements con- 
cerning the economic status and previous service of teach- 
ers, it has been possible to begin only one class. This is in 
furniture work and now meets once each week at the 
graded school. 

In conclusion we wish to thank the School Board, the 
Teachers, and all others who have in any way contributed 
to the advancement of education in the district.
